mitted to County Clerk A. E. Bourn, 
Portage county's 1917 crop acreage 
breaks all records. 


With the exception of the city of 


Stevens Point, the village of Amherst 
and the town of Linwood, the figures 
are complete. 
The acreage 
under 


cultivation, as shown by these returns, 
is 166,765, to which must be added the 
acreage of Stevens Point, Amherst 
village and Nelsonville. The county 
clerk estimates the grand total will 
be approximately 170,000 acres. The 
total acreage in 1916 was 148,581. 


The potato acreage of the county 


shows a decrease of 465 compared to 
1916, a fact that is accounted for by 
the high price and scarcity of seed 
stock. Hay, including timothy, clover 
and alfalfa, with a combined acreage 
of 51,409, ranks first in the county; 
rye comes second, oats third, potatoes 
fourth and corn fifth. Last year but 
one acre was planted to field peas in 
the county, but this year, encouraged 
by the high prices paid for this staple, 
farmers have 197 acres in peas. 


If the estimated increase of 
is sustained, the 
acreage for the 


county this year is 30% more than 
forecasted early in the spring. At 
that time a general survey was made 
and it was estimated that there would 
be a decrease of fully 15%, owing to 
the high cost and shortage of seed 
and laor. 


With a continuance of favorable 


weather the yield per acre will be 
much greater than last year, when 
the long period of drouth played hav- 
oc with crops, especially on the light, 
sandy soil. All in all it seems that 
the county i» jn for a record breaking 
production as well as a record break- 
ing acreage. 


The following figures show a com- 


parison between the complete figures 
for the county in 1916 and the incom- 
plete figures for 1917. They show 
that even without Stevens Point, Am- 
herst village and Linwood, the 1917 
acreage is greatly increased over last

With 143 
cows producing over 40 pounds of fat 
during the month), this association 
easily leads the state in the number 
of 40 pound cows. Out of the 713 
cows entered in the association, 652 
were tested last month. The associa- 
tion is made up 384 pure bred Hoi- 
steins, 314 grade Holsteins, 12 Brown 
Swiss, and 3 "just cows." This is an 
excellent record, yet the members are 
not satisfied with present attainments, 
•for the tester, Alvin Wardas, writes, 
"Several members have discovered 
they were keeping calves from their 
poorest cows. 
Hereafter they will 


veal these calves and sell the dams as 
soon as they can secure better cows 
to take their places." 
"Patriots" must be found to take 


the places of the 107 "slackers" that 
were detected, convicted, and sentenc- 
ed to death last month. 
How can 


these be secured more cheaply and 
surely than by breeding proven dams ? 
Hence cow testing associations are al- 
so bull testing associations in which 
the records of a bull's daughters com- 
pared with their dams deckle his fate. 
There were 17 new pure bred bulls 
put on trial last month, 3 of which 
replaced scrubs.

Scandinavia has convinced his mem- 
bers that it pays to buy milk scales 
and weigh the milk of each cow daily. 
Fred Pfuehler of Wolf River says 24 
out of his 32 members are now weigh- 
ing the milk of each cow daily. C. 
F. Wehrwein of Columbus says that 
he is not only testing cows but has 
aided all but two of his members to 
test their seed corn this spring. '

Plans for doubling the ice storage 


capacity of the Soo Une in Stevens 
Point, as ni.nounced in lie Gazette 
several months ago, have taken more 
definite shape. Superintendent C. E. 
Urbahns has been authorized to go 
ahead with prel'm'nary arrangements 
and it is very probable that work on 
the 'new structure will be started 
early this fall. 


The present ice house is a huge 


building located south of th« main 
line and a short distance east of the 
Church street crossing. It was en- 
larged a few years ago, but the in- 
creasing* consumption of ice by the 
company makes it necessary to pro- 
vide more storage room. 
Stevens 


Point is the most important 
icing 


point on the line between Chicago 
and the Twin Cities and many tons 
of ice are used daily during the sum- 
mer months for re-icing refrigerator 
cars. Considerable quantities are also 
used in the passenger service. 


The company plans to build a new 


building the same size as the old and 
will have it standparallel to the pres- 
ent structure. 
There will be space 


enough between the two to permit 
of two sidetracks being run up from 
the east. The building will be con- 
structed by the company's own build- 
ing department and it will be of the 
same material as in the old house. 


The plan of rearranging the switch 


tracks east of the Church street cross- 
ing in order to make it unnecessary 
to run west of Church street will be 
eventually carried out, as has been 
promised, but it is not believed this 
can be done before some time next 
year.

district boards, because the registrants 
concerned will shrink from taking any 
Initiative In the matter. 


"The Ideal system of exemption 


•would be one In which tbe government 
•lone would be tne moving party. This 
la, of course. Impossible. 
Not only 


would the people resent an Inquisito- 
rial procedure on tbe part of the 
boards, but also the time limits are 
controlling and there to a mechanjca 
Impossibility In requiring boards to 
proceed to an original investigation o 
the cases of each of 10,000.000 persons. 


The facts of each case mast In some 


manner be brought to tbe attention of 
tbe boards. The regulations provide 
that this may be done, first, by the reg 
fctzmnt himself; second, by any third

HOW TO CLEAN ICE-BOX 


The August Woman's Home Com- 


panion says: 


'•You will want a pan of water boil- 


ing on the stove, a bottle brash, and 
cleaning cloths. Choose a time when 
the ice is reduced to a small piece. 
Take it ouT and wrap It in a "clean 
towel or absorbent paper. Take out 
the drain pipe and the trays on which 
the ice rests. Scrub them with soap 
and water, using the bottle brush for 
the drain pipe, and then put them into 
the boiling water. Let them boil while 
you ".vipe out the ice compartment 
with cold water — no soda is neces- 
sary here, for no grease goes into this 
compartment — then follow the damp 
cloth with a dry one. Take the traya 
and drain pipe out of the boiling water 
and drop them into a pan of cold 
water to chill. Wipe them as dry aa 
possible, return them to the ice com* 
partment and replace the ice. Drying 
the ice trays may seem foolish, but it 
is good economy of ice and food as 
well as bacteriology. Empty 
and 


clean your drip pan, or, if your re- 
frigerator is connected with a drain 
in the floor, clean that 
Remember 


that water in the drip pan is simply 
stagnant water in a dark place, a 
favorite medium for all sorts of or- 
ganisms. A very little chloride of lime 
will help to keep it wholesome, but fre- 
oue*»t cleaning with hot water is bet- 
ter."

WORLDS 'ID J^RE MAKING. 


What la Taking Place In the Great 


Nebula In Andromeda. 


We look today on the things of a 


century, a millennium, ago. Light trav- 
eling at the rate of 1S6300 miles a sec- 
ond requires more than four years to 
come from the nearest star, perhaps 
thousands and tens of thousands of 
years from the farthest; hence in every 
ease they are not what is, but what 
was. 


Thousands of nebulae have been dis- 


covered in the heavens. The spiral pat- 
tern of some few nebulae has long 
been confirmation of the theory that 
they are the real beginners of a solar 
system. But there has recently come 
In much evidence of the spiral charac- 
ter of other nebulae that the conclu- 
sion seems forced upon us that practi- 
cally all are in a state of rotation and 
nre hence supplying the centrifugal 
force to throw off the rings which roll 
| themselves up into planets revolving 
! about central suns. 


When opportunity Is given to look di- 


rectly d»wn upon a nebula there re- 
sults startling evidence of its being 
In rotation. There Is no other way of 
explaining Its renmrkaMe details of 
structure Some look like the propeller 
blades of a motorbont; some are actu- 
ally caught lu the act of throwing off 
Hues which are seen condensing at 
certain centers, rolling themselves into 
planets, henceforth to travel around 
their suns. The great nebula In An- 
dromeda gives striking evidence that it 
is working out another and a greater 
solar system than our own. 


In short. It seems that In studying 


the nebulae we are being admitted to 
the very workshop of the universe and 
are permitted to watch the actual proc- 
_ J of turning out worlds. Nothing in 
toe heavens is better fitted to fill the 
very soul with awe As in the case of 
the "fixed stars." our lives) are too 
brier, too feeble our eyes, to detect the 
actual motion.—Frederick Campbell's

When the President Takes the 


Oath of Office. 


NO PLACE FIXED IN ADVANCE. 


The PaeaaBo of iartpture Open Which 


the Chief Ixeeutlve Presses His Lips 
It Entirety a Matter ef Chance-The 
Bible After the Ceremony. 
The president before he enters on 


the execution of his office takes nu 
oath or affirmation that he "will faith- 
fully execute the office of president of 
the United States and will, to the best 
of my ability, preserve, protect and 
defend the constitution of the United 
States," and this oath Is usually seal- 
ed or confirmed by the kissing of the 
Bible. 
The kissing of the Bible as part of 


the Inaugural ceremony Is perhaps fol- 
lowing a very ancient custom. 
The 


Egyptians were required to kiss the 
rolls on which the commands of Joseph 
were written. 


The custom requires that Immediate- 


ly after the president elect has taken 
the oath, with hand on the Bible, the 
clerk of the United Btatea supreme 
court shall throw open the book, and 
the Incoming chief magistrate shall im- 
plant a kiss on one of Its open pages. 


Doubting Thomases nave always 


thought that there was no element of 
chance hi this performance and that 
the passage of Scripture is always 
carefully -selected in advance, and the 
book Is held by the clerk of the court 
in position so that the incoming chief 
will kiss the passage that it Is Intend- 
ed be shall kiss, but this supposition is 
entirely wrong. 


James D. Maher, clerk of the su- 


preme court, said that the opening of 
the book is entirely 'Ihaphajwrd" and 
that no man on earth has the slightest 
intimation in advance regarding the 
passage of Scripture that will be thus 
brought into notice. 


Usually the Bible that Is used In ad- 


ministering the oath Is bought by the 
clerk of tne supreme court and paid 
for out of his pocket and Is a small 
Oxford edition costing f 10 to $15. The 
late James H. McKlnm-y, for many 
years clerk of the supreme court, once 
said, "You see, congress expends mon- 
ey only by appropriation, and if we 
were to wait for congress to appro- 
priate tne price of the book we might 
never get a Bible on time/' 


There have been exceptions, bow- 


ever, when the Bible came from oth-' 
ef source*. For Instance, when James 
A. GarfleM waa inaugurated March 4, 
1881, he carried In his overcoat pocket 
to the capital .a well worn, leather 
bound volume which had been pre- 
sented to 'him by his mother. The 
book was taken from tne White House 
and in a few years found its way to 
the stall of a bookseller In Ban Fran- 
cisco. How it got there has never 
been known, nor Is it likely it ever 
will be. A. few years ago it was of- 
fered fer sale at a very high price. 


Cheater A. Arthur took the oath of 


office just after midnight at his home 
hi New York city Sept 20, 1881. The 
Bible used was one belonging to the 
then chief Justice of the state of New 
York. It la cherished by the Judge's 
family aa an heirloom. 


On March 4. 1885, when Grover 


Cleveland was inaugurated president 
for the first time, he, like Garfleld, 
kissed the Holy Book which was given 
to him by his mother. It was a small 
volume, bound hi red leather, and was 
presented to him many years before. 
The book to now in the possession of 
Mr. Cleveland's married sister at To- 
ledo, O. Toe Bible upon which be took 
the oath in 1888, eight yean later 
when he became president the second 
thne, was one presented by bis beau- 
tiful wife, and she became Its DOS-

Good earth roads can be constructed 


at m v*ty tew cost. However, they re- 
quire constant maintenance, which 
may be expensive where the travel to 
heavy. A well built and properly main- 
tained earth road will serve some sec- 
tions aa well as the most expensive 
types of hard surfaced roads will serve 
other sections. Where this fact is re- 
alized more attention will be paid to 
earth roads, and the money spent on 
them will not be regarded as lost.

attend operas, recitals and musical 
comedies; tens of thousands wind op 
phonographs. But, as for singing theni- 
selres informally at their work or play, 
they have forgotten how. In times 
past i*uple of all ranks sang together 
as a matter of course. Sailors sang 
at their work; peasants, shepherds, 
cowboys, all had their favorite and ap- 
propriate songs. The songs of children 
at games, the lullabies of mothers, are 
in the collected ballads and folklore of 
many iwoples. 


"The pastimes and labors of the hus- 


bandman aud the shepherd," says An- 
drew Lang, "were long ago a kind of 
natural opera. Each task had its own 
song; plowing, seeding, harvest, burial, 
all had their appropriate ballads or 
dirges. The whole soul of the peasant 
class breathes In its burdens as the 
great sea resounds in the shell cast 
up on the shore." 


Nowadays the whirl of machinery 


makes all the noise. The workers in 
mills might find It unsatisfying to sing 
at their work, but it is doubtful if they 
would sing even If their voices could 
be heard, while singing in an office or 
store would pretty surely be stopped 
by the "boss" or the police. Thousands 
congregate every night in the silence 
of moving picture theaters, and even 
in the churches where singing by the 
congregation used to be customary the 
attendants now usually listen in silence 
to a paid singer. 


Singing in this age is largely confined 


to the professional performer, drunken 
men and phonographs. — Indianapolis 
News.
